TEACHERS WANT 
DECIMAL SYSTEM

Head teachers are in favour of the decimal 
system being adopted in Great Britain. 

The Council of the National Association of 
Head Teachers, representing more than 10,000 
members in all parts of the country, has 
passed a resolution to this effect. 

Mr. Gordon Barry, general secretary of the 
Association, in an interview, said:—‘‘If the 
decimal system were introduced in its entirety 
probably something like a year. would be 
saved in the school life of the average child. 
At present an enormous amount of time is 
spent by children in learning the extra- 
ordinarily complicated system of separate 
tables for length, area, weight, volume and 
currency. . 

“ÍH the decimalt system were adopted, it 
would considerably ilighten the tasks of 
children in their early years at school. Un- 
fortunately, we cannot make any actual 
change in the schools until, as seems inevi- 
table, there comes a definite demand from 
industry and commerce for its adoption.” 

One of the main proposals put forward by 
the exponents of the decimal system is that 
A unit known as a “ Royal,”’ consisting of 
100 halfpennies, should be adopted as a stan- 
dard of coinage, The present currency would 
remain in use, but in keeping accounts a 
OCT ys would be written as 4.8 Rovals, a 
valf-a-crown as .6 Royals, and a halfpenny 
as .01 of a Royal, and so on.

A MEDICAL OFFICER’S

- Housing conditions in Kilkenny are the 
subject of adverse comment in the report of 
Dr. Kathleen G. McColgan, Kilkenny County 
Medical Officer of Health, in her report for 
1936, which has just been issued. 

“The appalling conditions with which a 
very large part of the people are contend- 
ing,” she says, “makes the housing 
problem in Kilkenny County a source of great 
anxiety. Following upon an intensive survey 
of the county during the past year, repre- 
sentations (and recommendations) for village 
schemes and general houting were made to 
the Commissioner. Long delays occur in the 
matter of granting sanctions for the schemes 
prepared and also in awaiting the. reports 
after inquiries’ are held, “These delays are 


puzzling, considering the urgent nature of the. 


problem involved. Certainly, if they were 
considerably shortened it would lessen. many 
pressing difficulties and many long-standing 
complaints. ... 

‘The task of allotting vacant cottages— 
and it is a stupendous one—fails to receive 
the understanding and appreciation due to it. 
The simplification of the matter rests much 
upon our housing schemes being allowed to 
go ahead as we would wish The risk’ of 
families being entombed in their wretched 
dwellings during storms would be mightily 
reduced if our wishes were more speedily 
attended to.” 

The diphtheritic immunisation scheme made 
satisfactory progress, and, despite the fact 
that outbreaks of diphtheria occurred in 
several areas, no alarm was created. One 
doctor etated that, if the scheme had not 
been carried out in a certain village, many 
of the inhabitants would be in mourning: 

One hundred new cases of tuberculosis 
were reported during 1936, but there has 
been an improvement in regard to the disease 
in the county. r. P, Heffernan, the 
tuberculosis medical officer, expresses the 
opinion that the improvement. is due to the 
strict inspection of dairy herds, the. use of 
Stassoncoid milk, and the anxiety of mothers 
to provide a milk free from living tubercle 
bacilli, She calls attention to “ the per- 
nicious habit of tubercular mothers nursing 
their habies.”’ : 

Dr. McColgan adds that until proper open- 
air hospital accommodation’ is found and a 
sufficient number of houses are built to ac- 
commodate the people cases of tuberculosis 
will continue to crop up. 

Forty-six new cancer cases were reported, 
twenty of them being in persons between 
50 and 60 years of age.

The 
old anti-Catholic slogan, ‘Rome must he 
judged and found guilty,’ has been. dis- 
carded,”’ ‘‘ To-day,” remarked Mgr. Stasek, 
‘fall leading spirits in the State, regardless 
of party allegiance, regard the same ‘ Rome’ 
as ‘the sole champion of democracy in the 
world.” Father Stasek’s speech was 
delivered to an audience of severa! thousand 
Catholics, who assembled in ‘the garden of 
the Benedictine Priory at Brevnov, Prague.

Thirty-seven young persons, drawn from 
one of the workers’ quarters of Paris, have 
returned from a vovage which took them 
from Rome to Jerusalem, passing by Athens, 
Rhodes and Egypt. The young singers were

expenses by means oí programmes and 
concerts which they gave before audiences 
all along the route which they followed.

FRENCH VETERANS AND 
RELIGIOUS ORDERS 


The French National Confederation. of 
Former Combatants, which comprises almost 
all the associations of War veterans, and which 
has about 3,500,000 members, has decided 
to take up the cause of clerical veterans, and 
to demand the abrogation of all laws which 
now penalise the Congregations. After a 
study of the problem of the religious Orders, 
the Confederation has declaréd its support of 
a bill conceived as follows :—‘* From the pro- 
mulgation of the present law, the particular 
dispositions of the law of 1901 and of the law 
of 1904 are no longer applicable to former 
combatants entitled to the imter-Allied 
medallion or to the card of combatant.’’ This 
would mean thatethe prohibition against 
association in congregations without author- 
isation of the State and the prohibition 
against teaching in the schools would be 
abolished for those religious who took part 
in the War.

Tom Clarke is the director ol 
Practical Journalism, at, London Univer- 
sity. He is a former editor of the News. 
(Chronicle, held many other important 
newspaper posts, and wrote that stimulat- 
ing work, ‘‘ My Northcliffe Diary,” This 
book is written in a chatty, journalistic 
style, without a dull page in it. It is 
amazing, but agreeable, to find a man 
of Mr. Clarke’s knowledge and experience 
approaching the little things in his 
travels, and the ais things, too, in “se 
simple and unsophisticated a way, The 
reader in most easeg will think that he 
would have felt just as Mr. Clarke did 
about Hollywood, and. Honolulu and Ceylon 
and all the other ‘places he visited. He 
met the important people everywhere. and 
he saw the important things and heard 
the important viewpoints: The interest 
of the rest of the world in the European 
political situation and their determina 
tion not to be embroiled in Europe’s 


The book is, in reality, written from the 
original letters that passed between 
Nadejda and Tchaikowsky, and where 
these have not been actually quoted they 
have been used as the subject matter of 
the text. 

That Nadejda and Peter Ilyich never 
met is, perhaps, the most astonishing 
factor of the whole story, though each 

sessed a photo gallery of the other. 
it is certain that the begining of the 
roniance was Nadejda’s falling in love 
with Tchaikowsky's music, and her writing 
to tell him so and encouraging him to 
greater efforts. The correspondence 
gradually ripened to intimacy in its 
general tendency till the time came when 
Nadejda, being made aware by Tchaikow- 
sky of his financial difficulties, granted 
him a pension, which was to continue over 
a period of some thirteen years, when it 
was stopped by the donor in an inexpli- 
cable manner. 


What Reason? 


Nadejda excused her action by pleading 
that her fortunes had received a severe 
set-back: but this statement had, 
apparently, no real foundation in fact. 
What was the reason behind it all? It is 
highly debatable. Perhaps, we may 
advance the theory that she expected 
eventually more than the spiritual love 
offered by Tchaikowsky im his voluminous 
letters, and that the thirteen long years 
of frying to bring him to the point had 
made her an old woman, fiom whom all 
natural desire had departed. Perhaps, 
again the illness from which she suffered, 
and which eventually killed her, had 
turned her mind inte some strange path 
of distaste for Tchaikowsky. Neverthe- 
less, her action must be forgiven, if only 
for the benefits which posterity has reaped 
through her former munificence. 

The letters were. placed at the disposal 
of the co-authoresses’ by the Soviet 
Government, who had confiscated them 
when Madame Barbara von Meck had been 
forced’ to flee from Russia during the 
terror. _Madame von Meck has been re- 
sponsible for the translation, and both 


authors are to be congratulated on the 


manner in which they have, carried out an 
arduous task. We believe that the reading 
musical public on this side of the Atlantic 
will accord them the same -enthusiastic 
welcome as it did in America, where the 
book has sold thousands within a short 
time. ,

Che Hedgehog Arraigned 


I was always under the impression that 
the hedgehog was a quiet little animal, 
an uncomfortable bed-fellow in rabbit 
burrows, and a prickly puzzle to inquisi- 
tive dogs; but, on the whole, quite in- 
offensive. 

Now the Foot and Mouth Disease Re- 
search Committee of the British Ministry 
of Agriculture, in a recent report, point 
to the hedgehog as the villain of the piece. 

They allege that he is the only wild 
animal known to spread the infection by 
contact, and that the virus of foot and 
mouth disease has been recovered from his 
breath. 

If this is definitely proved, it will lead 
to a campaign to exterminate hedgehogs, 
Which may disturb the balance of nature, 
since the animal destroys many noxious 
insects. 

However, it’s an ill wind that blows. 
nobody good, and, since the hedgehog is 
even more common in England than in [re- 
land, perhaps the Irish Free State will no 
longer be regarded as the most likely 
breeding ground for the foot and mouth 
plague.

MR. DILLON'S VIEW

The Fine Gael Party was a farmers’ party 
in so far as it believed that the prosperity of 
all sections of the community ultimately de- 
pended on the perity of the agricultural 
industry. The Fianna Fail Government 
-- immense taxes on everything the farmer 
ad to buy. because they said that was the 
only way to develop industry in this country. 
The result was that thousands oí young men 
and women were leaving the country and 
going to England, where they could earn a 
living and where their wages would buy more 
than they would at home, while these who 
remained at home had to get along on a 
lower standard of living than they used to 
enjoy. Fianna Fail forgot that every small 
farm in this country was a factory in its own 
way. 

A time had been reached when the people 
had not got the money to buy the products 
of the factories established by tariffs. Many 
of the boot factories in the country were 
working half-time because the people could 
not afford to buy as many boots as they used 
to. The ready-made clothing factories were 
only working part-time, because the people 
cannet afford to buy as much clothes as 
they used to. 


A SCANDALOUS WAGE 


There was now a scarcity of cattle in the 
country, an acute shortage of pigs, which 
made it necessary, for the first time in the 
history of the country, to import pigs. The 
number of fowl in the country had been 


} greatly redtced, and the export of eggs had 
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been reduced by 60 per cent. To compensate 
for this the Fianna Fail Government provided 


had collansed; the bect scheme provided the 
farmer. with 378. 6d. a ton for his beet, and 
on that bdsis it was impossible to pay the 
agricultural labourer more than 24s. a week— 
a scandalously low wage to offer anybody. 
The wheat scheme increased the cost of 
flour by about £1,500,000 per annum, and 
had resulted this year in hundreds of tons 
of flour being sent back to the millers im a 
blue-mouldy vondition owing to the peculiar 
quality of the wheat grown in this climate. 
The agricultural policy of Fine Gael was 
directed towards settling ‘the economic war, 
making a trade agreement with Great Britain, 
wherennder Great Britain will buy from the 
Free State all the agricultural preduce it had 
to offer and towards establishing a system of 
mixed farming whereunder the people would 
produce livestock and livestock produce, and 
on their own holdings grow the foodstuffs 
necessary to feed the livestock, thug increas- 
ing tillage, increasing profitable employment 
on the land and increasing the incomes of the 
farmers owning the land. 


MODERATE TARIFFS 


They believed in a system of moderate 
tariffs, but definitely repudiated the Fianna 
Fail plan of 100 per cent. tariffs and quotas. 

One of the many great evils resulting from 
the Fianna Fail industrial policy was that 
the decent industrialists in the country who 
established useful industries and who paid 
fair wages and gave good value might he 
confuse the public mind with some ol 
the adventurers who had drifted into the 
country since Fianna Fail came into office, 
and who were plundering the consuming 
public with the assistance of the Fianna Fail 
Government. There was all the difference 
in the world between these two classes of 
persons. The genuine industrialist who gave 
the consuming public fair value for their 
money was a natronal asset, but thé man whe 
exploited the consuming public with the 
help. of 100 per cent. tarifis or quotas was 
a public enemy.

BOY DROWNED IN A 


QUARRY 


‘MOST DANGEROUS ” 
PLACE 


“ The most dangerous hole in Dublin,” was 
the description given by a witness at an 
inquest held in the Mater Miseritordie 
Hospital, Dublin, last Saturday, of a quarry 
near Finglas Bridge, where a boy was 
drowned last Friday. 

The inqnest, which was held by De. J. P. 
Shanley. Deputy City Coroner, concerned the 
death of Sean Scully, aged 15 years, of St. 
Vincent’s Orphanage, Glasnevin. 

It appeared from the evidence that Scully. 
with some other boys, left the Orphanage «* 
about 3.50 o'clock in the afternoon. The boys 
of the Orphanage are forbidden to go to the 
pond in this quarry. Scully was standing on 
the bank “letting on,” in the words of a 
companion, “ to dive,’ and ny ow in. He 
was wearing swimming attire. e could not. 
swim, and a companion who tried to reaca 
him failed to do so. 

Joseph Rogers, of Ostman place, stated 
that he was fishing at the quatry and warned 
the boys not to go in. He advised them to 
go to another part, where the water was not 
deep. They went to the other end of the 
gharry and remained there for some time 
Afterwards he heard shouting from the 
opposite bank and saw a boy trying to reach 
another boy in the water, but the latter boy 
disappeared. He, ran to a house to see if he 
conld get anything to drag the boy out. 

This place was dangerous even for a good 
swimmer, added the witness; there were trees

The Potterton Rest Fields at Woodtown 
Manor, to which the Lord Mayor. referred, 
were acquired by the South County Dublin 
Society for Prevention of Cruelty to’ Animals 
in 1 to provide grazing and rest for sick 
and lame animals of poor owners, who could 
not obtain sech treatment otherwise, and in 
order to raise funds for their upkeep a 

ymkhana was held in the rest fields on 
turday. 

The gymkhana was promoted by members 
of the Committee of the Society and mem- 
hers of the South County Dublin Harriers’ 
Hunt Club. There was a large entry of high- 
class jumpers, including some of the best- 
known Horse Show animals ahd horses from 
Northern Ireland. 

The most important item, the open event, 
was won by Major Hume-Dadgeon’s veteran 
war-horse and international show jumper, Sea 
Count, and the winner was heartily cheered.

Dudgeon’s promising young horse, Moyvore, 
was first; Mrs. Joan Manly secured the 
second prize, and Mr. Neil Watson's Western 
Peer was third. 

The first prize in the children’s class was 
won by Master Liam Cosgrave’s Amber. 

For style and appearance, Miss Joan Manly 
won first prize, with a brown horse which 
was 4 beautiful mover in all his paces: Miss 
Sheila Myers and. Mrs. Lanigan-O' Keeffe toox 
second and third prizes. 

In the consolation event, Sheila Myers won 
two prizes—one which was secured by the 
well-known performer, The Nugget. 

Me. Michael O'Brien and Mr, J. A. Jackson 
were the judges, and Mr. Gore-(jrimes acted 
as call-steward.

Check to Roosevelt 


Mr. Roosevelt's triumphant career has . 


suffered more than one temporary set- 
back, but never so dangerous a check as 


that of last week. Readers will remem- 4: 


ber that the progress of his “ New Deal ” 
legislation was halted‘ by the Supreme 
Court thrée times during his first period 
of office. His great and far-reaching 
measures for the reform of industry and 
agricultare, which had aroused the 


cg en tasisstic approval of the people at 


large, while they provoked the bitter 


‘anger of “‘ big business,” were declared 


ultra vires by the Supreme Court.  Re- 
elected, Mr Roosevelt swore vengeance on 
the “nine old men” of the Supreme 


‘Court. At the height of his popularity, 


when it seemed that Congress and the 
people were overwhelmingly on his side, 
he asked for power to appoint additional 
judges to the Court, sufficient to out-vote 
the ‘‘reactionary” prejudices of those 
who had blocked his reforms. The bill 


-conceding this power barely had: been 


placed before Congress when a curious 
change came over the Supreme Court’s 
temper. It actually recognised as ‘valid 
one of the most revolutionary—from the 
traditional American point of view—of all 
Mr. Roosevelt's proposals. This was the 
Wagner Labour Relations Act, which gave 
employés the right to enlist themselves in 
any sort of trade unions that should 
please them, and thereby surrendered a 
privilege which the employers: had been 
striving to withhold for many years. It 
began to look as if the Supreme Court 
was cowed by Mr. Roosevelt's threats, and 
had decided upon a more liberal policy 
as the alternative to virtual extinction. 
Next, Mr. Van Devanter, one of. the 
leaders of the Court’s anti-Roosevelt 
element, resigned, making room for a 
new judge in sympathy with the Presi- 
dent. Yet neither the evident change in 
the Court’s temper nor the assurance that 
the new outlook would be maintained 
weakened Mr. Roosevelt’s resolution. He 
persevered with his bill—believing, no 


‘doubt, that to forego it would be con- 


| strued as a sign of weakness on his part, 

or, at least, as evidence that it originally 
had been an instrument of revenge, rather

in his path—but he may have new forces 
with which to reckon. The danger is that 
many people who hitherto have. looked 
upon him as infallible must have their 
consciences tested by this sudcessful 
challenge to his authority, - and will 
realise that their idol has feet of clap. 
Mr. Roosevelt is a man of the highest 
ideals, and of unspotted patriotism, but 
his chief asset has been his personality. 
which has enabled him to maintain an 
almost unprecedented hold upon the 
American electorate. If the people are 
once allowed to entertain the suspicion 


cloak for an undermining of the sacred 
Constitution, his fall may be as swift as 
his ascent to power. 

“Nevertheless, it must be evident to all 
thinking Americans, as to Mr. Roosevelt 
himself, that the Constitution is in sorry, 
need of reform. Two years ago. both 
Houses of Congress had approved the 
“A AA.’ and “ N.R.A.” legislation ; 
yet the Supreme Court, cleaving, to the 
ancient doctrines of States’ rights, was 
able to invalidate them. The situation is 
very similar to that in Canada, where 
one Province can impose a veto On any 
reform, however good it may seem to the 
rest. The tendency of modern nations is 
to place greater and greater power in the 
hands of the central Government. It may 
be a dangerous tendency—it certainly has 
gone to. terrible lengths in certain 
countriesbut- modern economic and 
political conditions, have rendered it 
inevitable. Alone among the great Powers, 
the United States lags behind in this 
respect, with the curious result that, even 
when an economic cataclysm well-nigh has 
overwhelmed her, the central Government 
is forbidden to take powers to deal with 
it. The. safeguard which. is known in 
these islands as the reign of law has 
immense value, but, whereas in Great | 
Britain it has been accommodated to 
changing conditions, in.the United States 
it has served as a drag on necessary legis- 
lation. We do not suppose that Mr. 
Roosevelt has any desire to cripple the 
Supreme Court for all time, or to render 
it the complacent “ yes-man ”' of Congress ; 
but he certainly is right in his view that 
it has fallen sadly behind ‘the times, and, 
until it adopts a new and broader atti 
tude, must act as a drag upon govern 
ment. He seers. unfortunately, to have 
been over-hasty, and to have allowed his 
motives to be misconstrued. Perhaps, if 
he had dropped his bill for the present, 
and had waited for another year to re- 
introduce it, the people s suspicions would | 
have been allayed, and a new relationship 
between Congress and the Judiciary could 
have been proposed without unpleasant: 
ness, The next few months will tell 
whether Mr. Roosevelt has shot his last 
bolt, or whether his personality and his 
récord of achievem:t will offret this heavy 
blow. It will be an American tragedy if 
he is allowed to fall.

“Profiteering” and the Pope 


The dangers of industrial monopoly are 
being realised by men of all parties. No 
one has shown himself a stronger supporter 
of the general economic policy of Fianna 
Féil than Mr. Louis Walsh, the genial 
District Justice of Donegal. Writing in 
the Irish Rosary, Mr. Walsh draws atten- 
tion to abuses of protection. He points to 
the growth of financial operations of a 
kind that strict justice would condemn, 
and to the raising of prices beyond what 
the tariff and local conditions . justify. 
There must be some raising of prices above 
the level of laissez-faire and cut-throat 
competition if the object is to provide 
employment at home; but, says Mr. 
Walsh: 

- « « « the huge profits which are 
being earned by our new industrialists 
are out of all proportion to the needs of 
the situation; and these profits muat be 
reduced unless our whole -system of pro- 
tection is to become discredited, and 
strikes or social revolution bring us to 
economic chaos. All over the country 
the small farmer has been almost forced 
to give up big production on account 
‘of the scandalously bad prices 
he has ben getting, whilst the 
bacon curer has been making 
huge profits and the consumer has been 
charged prices that bear no relation to 
the dead-weight price of the porker, 
We doubt whether this statement of the 
small farmer’s position is accurate, 
although the disproportion beiwéen the 
first producer’s gain and the profit of the 
middleman and the curer is glaring 
enough in all conscience. “' Profiteeting ”” 
is going on, and ‘‘ profiteering '’ is the 
nurse of discontent. If an enemy should

Preserving Eloquence 


The International Shorthand Congress, 
which was held in London last week, drew 
| attention to the function of the verbatim 
note-taker in the social scheme. If the 
recording and reading of public speeches 
are not now such-a prominent feature of 
public life as they were a generation ago, | 
they both still occupy an important place | . 
in the national life. Without the ready 
hieroglyphics of the reporter, the eloquence 
of statesmen and politicians would lose a 
great deal of their effectiveness, and might 
be lost to posterity. If, as has been said, 
the art of the actor is the most ephemeral 
of the arts, the artistry of the orator is 
saved from similar oblivion by the aid of 
phonography. The “ silent man,’’ as the 
reporter has been aptly styled, plays his 
part in many of the events which pro- 
foundly affect the institutions and the life 
of communities; yet, through his very 
silence, he is apt to be overlooked. With- 
out the shortand-writer the preacher, the 
lecturer, the witty speaker at an annual 
ieonference, no less than the ‘statesman, 
the politician and the occasional anecdotist 
at public dinners, would seek in vain that 
larger audience which is the orator’s 
dream. ‘The accurate reports of speeches 
have probably been more effective in the 
education.of democracy,.and in the forma- 
tion of public opinion, than any other 
single institution ; and it may not be too 
much to say that, without such reports, 
the development of public opinion would 
have been greatly retarded. In the 
courts of justice, where accuracy is of the 
utmost consequence, the shorthand-writer 
has long held an honoured place; and the 
business world has produced the “' steno- 
grapher ” fot the greater profit of man- 
kind. Charles Dickens could .tell Wilkie 
Collins, in 1856, that he was “ the best 
| shorthand-writer in the world,”’ and he 
probably used the Pitman system, which 
celebrates. its centenary this year. More 
than three centuries have passed since Dr. 
Timothy Bright first experimented with 
a. system of rapid writing, so that Eng- 
land’s title to be regarded as the home of 
shorthand would seem to be indisputable. 
From that island home shorthand has 
gone through the world performing its 
allotted tasks of preserving the eloquence 
of the orator, the obiter dicta of the judge 
and the witticism of the after-dinner

The Bacon Puzzle 


What is happening to the Free State 
pig trade? According to the recently- 
published reports of the. Bacon Marketing 
Board and the Pigs Marketing Board. 
all is well with the new system of 
production and selling. They claim that 
for the first time in the history of the pig 
trade it has been organised on a satis- 
factory basis; but there seems to be @ 
marked divergence of opinion on that] 
point, and, according to a leading article 
in the Dundalk Democrat, a newspaper 
that serves an important pig-producing 
‘area, the whole business is in a sorry 
muddle The original idea of the Free 
State Government was to protect the 
pig producers against violent fluctuations 
in prices, to which end a fixed price was 
guaranteed. From the producers’ point of 
view, no doubt, this idea was admirable. 
but it does not seem to have worked out 
so very well either for them or for the 
unfortunate consumer, Apparently, while 
Irish bacon costs as much as 2s. a pound 
at home, it can be bought in London—and 
doubtless also in Belfast—for 1s. 6d., and. 
according to a speaker in Cork the other 
day, thé domestic price may increase to 
Zs. 6d. before any of us is very much 
dider. We do not presume to understand 
all the intricacies of the pig-marketing 
schemes ; but certain facts emerge clearly 
from the controversy. In the first place. 
the old pig markets in certain parts of the 
country have been abolished, with the 
result that all pigs now must be sold to 
pig factories—a system which does not 
please the smaller pig-raisers insany way 
Again, only licensed pig-curers are allowed 
to kill and cure peek for the market. This 
restriction has th large numbers of 
the smaller men out of business. Then 
there is the quota system, whereby no 
pig-raiser is allowed to produce more than 
& certain fixed number of animals over a 
given period. All these factors have com- 
bined to bring about an actual shortage 


to buy. pigs

Wireless Interference 


A measure is to be introduced into 
Parliament next session for the com pul. 
sory suppression of interference to wireless 
reception caused by electrical] apparatus. 
Many owners of wireless sets complain 
that they are unable to obtain reception 
free from interference by apparatus of 
various kinds in their neighbourhoods. 
These complaints have been increasing 
for some time, having reached a total of 
nearly one thousand a week, and a special 
staff has had to be employed by the Post 
Office to investigate the complaints. In 
most cases the source of the trouble is 
located, and owners of the apparatus 
causing the interference generally comp 
to requests that the apparatus should be 
altered in such a way as to cause no 
interference. The bill now being pre pared 
will give the Post Office power to insist 
upon these changes to be made. 


Scrap Iron 


The demand for scrap iron is great, and 
it is surprising to learn that, while the 
steel industry requires all that it can get 
shipments abroad continue to Germany, 
Belgium and Holland, no fewer than six 
ships having sailed since the middle of 
June laden with cargoes of 300 or - 
tons per vessel. Only last week the export 
of scrap iron from*this country amounted 
to 2,691 tons. The National Federation 
of Scrap Iron and Steel Merchants .

SHIPS “ARRESTED” IN 
BRITISH PORTS 


ADMIRALTY COURT TO 


DECIDE DISPUTE 


Seven Spanish ships in South Wales, 
and a number at other British ports, have 
been placed under arrest following the 
alleged refusal of the owners to comply 
with a réquisition order of the Spanish 
Government. Under a decree of June 
29th the Government is understood to 
have commandeered the vessels, and, 
where the captains have refused to carry 
out instructions of the Spanish Consuls, 
they have been displaced by new officers. 

Most-of the Spanish merchant ships are 
registered at Bilbao. 

While the port was under the control 
of the Basque Government no difficulties 
were encountered, but since it has been in 
the hands of General Franco the problem 
of loyalties has arisen. The owners of 
the ships now appear to resent dictation 
by the Government. 

During the week-end, at the instigation 
of the owners, writs were served on those 
in control of the ships, and, in accordance 
with custom, these writs were nailed to 
the masts. The vessels are thereby placed 
“under arrest in accordance with British 
Admiralty law.” 

The owners will now bring the issue 
before the Admiralty Court, and the ships, 
some of which are partly discharged of 
their cargo, will not be allowed to leave 
port without a Court Order: 

In view of pending court action, no 
official statement can be obtained from 
the Admiralty, or other representatives in 
South Wales, but merchants engaged in 
the Spanish trade assert that the dis ute 
raises the issue of whether the bulk of the 
Spanish Merchant Navy is to support the 
Government or General Franco. 

Two cases already have been the subject 
of court action—one in Belfast, where the 
steamship Cobetas was concerned, and the 
other at Greenock, where the steamer Fl 
Condado has been prevented from sailing 
until matters in dispute are settled.

THE OFFICIAL DOCUMENT 


The Credentials will. be received by 
President de Valera himself. On the first 
occasion after a Fianna Fail Government 
came into ‘office when a foreign Minister 
presented his Letters of Credence, the 
Governor General, Mr. wonal Buckley, 
was somewhere in the background, but 
since then the Governor-General had no 
function in this connection. On all sub- 
sequent occasions Mr. de Valera received 
the Credentials. 

The official document which the new 
Minister presents is addressed to His 
Majesty as head of the Commonwealth. 
and having been received by the President 
it is conveyed’ to the King through the 
usual channels—either by an official direct 
from Dublin or through the High Com- 
missioner in London. ' 

The legislation passed last December on 
the occasion of the Abdication of King 
Edward VIII. does not affect the pro- 
cedure in so far as an incoming Minister 
is concerned; but when it becomes 
necessary to appoint a Minister from the 
Free State to another nation, as pre 
sumably will be the case when a Minister 
to. the Italian. Government will be 
appointed vis-a-vis Signor Lodi-Fé, use 
will be made of the machinery provided 
in the Constitution (Amendment No. 27) 
Act, 1936, and in the Executive Authority 
(External Relations) Act, 1936. 


The former authorises the Executive 
Council “to avail (sic!), for the purposes of 
the appointment of diplomatic and con- 
su nts and the conclusion of inter- 
| nationa agreements of any organ used as 

a constitutional organ for the like pur- 
poses ” by any of the members of the 
Commonwealth of Nations. The former 
Act will disappear from the Statute Book 
when the new Constitution becomes opera- 
tive on 20th December next, but the latter 
will remain. The vital provision of this 
is found in Section 3 as follows: — 

“It is herehy declared and enacted 
that, so long as Saorstat Eireann is 
associated with the following nations— 
that is to say, Australia, Canada, 
Great Britain, New: Zealand and 
South Africa—and so long as the 
King, recognised by those nations as 
the symbol of their co-operation, 
continues to act on behalf of each of 
those nations (on the advice of the 
several Governments thereof) for the 
purposes of the Rare ais of diplo- 
matic. and consular representatives 


agreements, the King so recognised 
may, and is hereby authorised to, act 
on behalf of Saorstat Eireann for the 
like purposes as and when advised by 
the Executive Council so to do.’’ 


LETTERS OF CREDENCE 


The form of words used in Letters of 
Credence as between ruling Sovereigns is 
usually the same, one sanctioned by long 
diplomatic usage, and includes only the 
names of rulers concerned, without 
reference to their full styles and titles. 
Thus for the present, at all events, the 
question of recognition of certain claims 
of Italy will not arise, There is, of course, 
no secrecy about the fact that as between 
Italy and various countries there are 
certain jealousies on the subject of the 
recognition of Italy’s annexation of 
Abyssinia. 

Actual recognition has been 
several countries, includin rmany, 
Austria, Hungary, Albania, Chile, Japan, 
Switzerland, the Vatican and San Marino, 
while in certain others, § where 
Ministries have been transformed, into 
Consulates, it may be argued that there 
has been implicit recognition. ' These 
latter countries include Greece, Bulgaria, 
Panama, Poland, France and Great 
Britain. There has been some delay in 
despatching the newly-appointed Am- 
bassador of the French Government to 
Rome because of the difficulty of the two 
Governments in coming to agreement upon 
the terms offhis Credentials. In November 
last The Times announced that the new 
Italian. Minister to Yugoslavia presented 
his Letters of Credence from the King of 
Italy and. Emperor of Abyssinia, but this 
was subsequently contradicted by the 
Journal des Nations, which stated defi- 
niely that the Letters contained no 
reference to the Emperor of Abyssinia.

It is thought that Walker, who left his 
home at about two o'clock on Saturday 
afternoon, had gone to see the greyhound 
racing at Walthamstow Stadium, and met 
the other three there. The car was being 
driven towards Cambridge when it struck 
the kerb on its near side, crossed the road, 
hit. the other kerb, and then turned over 
and burst into flames. 

A policeman, hearing the scream of the 
tyres as the brakes were applied, rushed 
to the scene as the flames enveloped 
the car. He and a lorry diiver made 
frantic, but unavailing, efforts to rescue 
the occupants of the car. 

A member ot the Harlow fire brigade, 
which put out the fire, told a reporter 
that the occupants of the car must have 
been dead when the brigade ar1ived. The 
blaze was so fierce that the use of 
extinguishers had no effect and sixteen 
hundred feet of hose had to be run from 
the nearest hycrant.

HORTLY before dusk on Satur- 
day evening, while the London 

hotel in which she was staying was 
filled with merrymakers, and dancing 
was in progress in the ballroom, the 
Countess of Cardigan, wife of the 
Marquess of Ailesbury’s son and 
heir, fell from a seventh-floor window 
to her death in the street below. 

The noise of her fall was heard by 
a car park attendant standing: in 
Savoy Hill, and he hurried into the 
passage way at the side of the hotel. 

é“ There,” he said, “‘1 saw lying 
on the ground a young woman in 
beautiful pink evening dress. I 
think that only one person saw her 
fall beside three young children who 
were playing there. I got them out 
of the way by sending them to fetch 
a policeman. ‘The woman showed no 
signs of serious injury. and yet, at 
the same time, it seemed obvious that 
she was killed instantly.’’ 


SAW WOMAN FALLING 


An employé at the hotel stated that he 
was in one of the linen rooms when he 
happened to glance out of the window. 
‘“T saw the figure of a woman hurtle 
past,” he said, “ and a moment later there 
was a terrible thud. I ran downstairs, 
but the exit to the side street was locked, 
and, by the time I had run round, other 
people had already artived on the scene.’ 

The authorities at the hotel first heard 
of the occurrence when the police arrived. 
Members of the hotel staff identified the 
body. 
A partly-consumed meal was found “in 
the sitting-room of the Countess’s suite 
when the police entered. Most of her 
meals had been brought to the suite, and 
she was seldom seen in the public rooms.

“ The day before she left here she com- 
plained to my maid of dizziness and a 
terrible headache,” said Lady Paget. 
“ We gave her some aspirins, and she lay 
down for a while, but when she came down 
to dinner she still had the headache. She 
had been sun-bathing all day, and it was 
véry hot. I warned her, and she agreed 
that her dizziness might. have been due to 
the successive sun-bathing. 

“When she left on the Monday, 
although quite happy, she was still suffer- 
ing from the effects of sun-bathing, and 
took some aspirins wi™i her.

Lady Cardigan’s father, Mr. Stephen 
Salter, an architect, first learned of her 
death from the Sunday newspapers, and 
refused to credit the news. He is seventy- 
five years of age, and lives at ‘‘ Pond- 
well,” which stands in extensive grounds 
between Ryde and Seaview. 

With him lives his father, who was 102 
years of age last December, and was the 
founder of the boatbuilding firm which 
has constructed the Dark Blues’ racing 
eights and has exported similar craft to 
all parts of the world. For many years 
Mr. Salter, senior, was one of the lead- 
ing rowing coaches on the Thames, and, 
as a young man, was an oarsman of inter- 
national repute. 

Lady Cardigan’s last visit to her father 
was during the summer of 1936, and he had 
heard from her periodically. They were 
on good terms, but when visiting the 
island she seldom stayed with her father. 
Her brother, Mr. Cedric Salter, who is 
28, is believed to be in Spain.

He suggests the creation 
of a bedy which should be universal, per- 
manent and independent, charged with 
the duty of investigating the fundamental 
principles upon which world economic 
relations should be organised, and with 
the continuous adaptation of this organi- 
sation to the changes in economic condi- 
tions. 

Apparently what is contemplated, adds 
The Times, is a kind of permanent com- 
mittee composed of economists drawn from 
many different nations, who might. be 
nominated by governments—it is hard to 
say by what other authority they could 
be. selected—but who would not be re- 
garded as representing their Governments, 
and whose recommendations, therefore, 
would not bind anyone but themselves. 
Such a committee would have no lack of 
interesting subjects to discuss, though 
there seems to be no guarantee that their 
discussions would be any more effective 
than those of the World Economic Con-

It was decided to investigate this 
matter, because it was not considered fair to 
lrish labour, the Irish Post Office, or to other 
manufacturers who had to compete with the 
firms in question. 

The outline of the scheme for the re- 
organisation of the offices of both the Federa-

The report of the conference held last week 
between the woollen manufacturers and the 
hosiery and knitwear manufacturers was 
approved...

VICE-PRESIDENT'S 
TRIBUTE 


The Vice-President of the Executive 
Council (Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly) and the Lord 
Mayor of Dublin (Alderman Alfred Byrne, 
T.D.) were present at the Father Mathew 
Hall, Church street, Dublin, last night, when 
a presentation was made to the Most Rev. 
Dr, Patrick Mulligan, O.M.Cap., recently 
consecrated Archbishop of Delhi and Simla, 
on behalf of the Father Mathew Players, the 
Sodality of the Sacred Thirst, the committee 
of the hall and other friends. The Archbishop 
was President. of the Father Mathew Hail 
from 1913 to 1919. 

Father. Michael, O.M.Cap., President of the 
Father Mathew Hall, who presided, ‘com- 
mented on the spontaneity of the tribute to 
the Archbishop, and said that he was a man 
in every way worthy of the great dignity 
which His Holiness the Pope had conferred 
upon him, He wag an eminent professor of 
theology, a great retreat master, and had 
been one of the finest and most promising 
provincials, He had made a great name for 
himself in- Rome. The Archbishop, as Father 
Sylvester, had been held in deep affection by 
everybody in Church street and in Dublin: 

Father Senan, 0O:M.Cap., Editor of the 
‘* Father Mathew Record,” spoke of his great 
debt of gratitude to the Archbishop, who had 
helped him in a multitude of ways and had 
contributed articles of lasting value to the 
“Record.” “Father Sylvester.’’ as they 
knew him, would have the best wishes of the 
eople of Ireland on his difficult mission in 
ndia, where he was certain to bring honour 
and glory to God and to Ireland. 

The Lord Mayor, associating himself with 
the tribute, said that all the people of Ire- 
land knew. of the great work the Archbishop 
had accomplished He had heen a constant 
source of encouragement and inspiration, and 
would continue to give the same kind advice, 
eens and inspiration in the mission 
elds. 

Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly, Vice-President of 
the Executive Council, said that he was 
privileged to attend that social function 
accorded to his most distinguished friend. 
He had known Father Sylvester before many 
of those present had been born, and knew 
that he had done great work as President of 
the Hall for the people of Dublin in general. 
The Father: Mathew Association had accom- 
plished heroic work in making and remakin 
those who had fallen by the wayside, an 
the city was under a deep debt of gratitude 
to Father Sylvester.

| SOCIAL ORDER 
SUMMER SCHOOL 
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THE ATTITUDE OF 
LABOUR

The Rev Father E. J. Coyne, 8.J., gave a 
survey last night from Radio Athlone of the 
latest session of the Social Order Summer 
School which was held last week in Clongowes 
Wood College, Co. Kildare, 

Dealing with the organising lecture by Dr. 
Frank O'Reilly, Father Coyne said that one 
point deserved mention — Dr. O'Reilly's 
earnest plea for the sctting up of an educa- 
tional guild, on the ‘lines laid down in the 
Papal Encyclicals. It seemed a very Yreason- 
able and feasible suggestion, said Father 
Coyne, and, perhaps, if someone were to work 
out a concrete and detailed plan and put it 
forward it would receive support from those 
who conid make or mar such a scheme. 

Father Coyne referred to the paper given 
by Mr. 8. Campbell, Treasurer 
D.T.P.S., which dealt with the nature and 
history of trade unions in general, and their 
development in Ireland. He gave an explana- 
tion of how they were united in the Trade 
Union Congress, making clear the distinction 
between the trade union branch of 
the Labour movement and a political 
branch oí the Labour Party. Father 
Coyne mentioned that there had been 
much misunderstanding on the point that 
neither the Trade Union Congress nor the 
Labour Party in Ireland were affiliated with 
any of the Internationals—the Internationa! 
Federation of Trade Unions, the Labour and 
Socialist International, the Comintern, etc, 

Mr. 8. Campbell had also dealt with the 
aims of the modern trade union, pointing 
out that, in addition to questions of wages 
and conditions, there was now very much to 
the forefront the question of securing for the 
workers some share in the control of industry 
on which the success of their livelihood 
depended. It was from that aim, said Father 
Coyne, that the opposition to private property 
in capital goods titim ‘came rather than 
from any doctrinaire theories. 

The paper read by Archdeacon Kelleher on 
“The Church and Labour” showed how 
through its history the Catholic Church had 
regarded itself as the special. protector of the 
workingman from the time of Onesimus, the 
slave, up to the present year. Father Coyne 
said that’ Labour would be well advised to 
ponder on that aspect of the history 
of the Church, and would find in 
her doctrines and teachings many principles 
of. sound social philosophy that would be of 
enormous help to them in formulating a pro- 
gramme of reform which might not bring 
permanent betterment to the labourer. 

Concluding, Father Coyne said that if they 
went away. with a better understanding of 
what Trish labour meant and wanted. and 
with ‘some knowledge of its Jeaders a great 
deal had been done, and he thought they 
might flatter themselves that at least they 
had done that,

BROTHER OF EX-U BOAT 
COMMANDER

After preaching two sermons in defence 
of his imprisoned brother, 
Niemoeller, of Bielefeld, Westphalia, was 
to-day placed under arrest, according to 
a reliable report. 

Pastor Martin Niemoeller, the ex- 
submarine commander, head of the opposi- 
tion Evangelical Church, is now awaiting 
trial, and it was announced that his 
brother would preach in Martin’s parish 
at Dahlem, a western suburb of Berlin 

The little St. Anne’s Church was soon 
overcrowded, and the people who could not 
get in flocked to the large parish hall. 
Soon every inch of it was filled, and still 
there were many who sought admission. 

The pastor preached first in St. Anne’s 
Church and afterwards in the parish hall. 
He began by quoting a letter he had 
received from his brother in prison, urging 
that his parish should know that every- 
thing must be based on the Gospel. He 
then defended several of the pastors under 
arrest against attacks in the Press, de- 
claring that many of them had made great 
sacrifices for their people and country, and 
had certainly proved their patriotism. 

He defended his arrested brother against 
the charge of being “a political pastor ”' 
and of “ having been bought.” He spoke 
unafraid to a breathless audience. 

It was after this sermon in the parish 
hall that the arrest is reported to have 
taken place. 

Meanwhile the Service in St. Anne’s 
Church had continued. A young pastor 
announced that further arrests of pastors 
had been made last week, bringing the 
number up to about Sfty. 

. Among them were mentioned Super- 
intendent Albertz. of Spandau, a suburb 
in the West of Berlin; Pastor Assmussen, 
of Berlin; Pastor Hildenbrandt, of 
Dahlem, and a church-goer in Dahlem. 
Several of the arrested pastors already 
have been in custody for six months, 

So far twenty pastors, it was announced, 
have been forbidden to preach, and twenty- 
five have been expelled from their parishes.

On the other hand, those papers most 
read by heavy industrialists t emselves 
tend to emphasise that in its first stage, 
at any 1ate, the scheme is merely one by 
which the State will. form-a company, 
with, probably, a fairly small capital, to 
exploit those iron ore mines — within 
Germany ‘which private enterprise has 
hitherto regarded as uneconomical.. They 
assert that, to begin’ with, the whole 
scheme will be of a yoluntary. nature, and 
the Boersen Zeitung even goes so far as 
to say: “ One should not claim toysee any 
measure of Socialism in the foundation of 
the new undertaking.”’ 
Careful study of the actual text of the 
new decree, however, makes it apparent 
that the vague wording gives General 
Goering very extensive potential powers. 
He has become director of iron production 
within Germany, as head of the Four-Year 
Plan. He was already arbiter of iron im- 
ports into Germany. 
Supplies for the country's heavy indus- 
tries can, therefore, only come through 
channels approved at least in: part by 
“Tron Hermann.”
